NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 4.—Mrs. Mary 
J. Withelm, the widow of Frank Wil- 
helm, who was murdered in his home 
last Monday. night, is in a condition of 
complete nervous collapse today after 
an unusually severe application of the 
“third degree,’’ including a midnight 
visit to the Morgue ‘where she was sud- 
denly confronted by the body of her 
husband. 

, Nicholas Sicca, who is also held as a 
suspect, was submitted to a similar or- 
deal, but in a more gruesome manner. 


Nothing definite was learned from him, 
but his nerves were so shattered that 
today he fs in a state of collapse. The 
arraignment of the two prisoners was

The police had evidently expected to 
obtain some kind of a statement from 
Mrs. Wilhelm, but when the sheet which 
covered her husband's body was suddenly 
removed, she rushed forward crying, 
“OQ, Frank! If you could only speak 
and tell them who did this."”" She be- 
came hysterical, fell on her knees and 
frantically. declared her love for her 
husband. After having been, questioned 
by the detectives for more than an hour 
she was taken back to the police station 
in a state of utter collapse. Her an- 
swers were mostly incoherent. 

Taken From Slumber to Morgue. 

Mrs. Wilhelm was allowed to go to 

sleep in her cell last night, but was 
aroused about midnight, and told to 
accompany two detectives who were 
waiting. 
’ “What do you want with me?” she 
asked. No answer was made, and she 
was driven in a carriage to the Morgue, 
not knowing the purpese of the trip 
until she was shown the murdered man’s 
body. 

Later the detectives endeavored to 
make use of similar strategy to obtain 
a statement from Sicca, who has been 
in custody since the murder. He was 
taken from the police station to the 
Withelm residence. 

Before Sicca reached the Wilhelm 
house the body of the murdered man 
had been conveyed there from _ the 
morgue and placed in the position in the 
basement where it was found after the 
murder. Sicca was cheerful and was 
showing the detectives about the house 
when suddenly one of them from the 
_ basement calied the others to come down 
and join him in a lunch. 

 Comfronted With Dend Body. 

The other detectives with Sicca ran 
downstairs and at the foot of them, in 
the dark hallway, a light was suddenly 
flashed up and there before him Sicca 
saw the murdered body of Wilhelm. 
For a long moment the prisoner gazed 
Gown at the body of the dead.

TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD 
FAILS 10 SAVE LIFE OF 
MRS, JULIA P. SPARKS 





Servant Submits to Operation and 


Grieves That Her Sacrifice 


Was Unavailing. 


Mrs. Julia Parker Sparks, widow of’ 
Gen. W. A. J. Sparks, former Illinois 
Congressman, and previously General 
Land Commissioner, died in Carlyle, Ill., 
Wednesday night. An unsuccessful et- 
fort was made to save her life by trans- 
fusion of blood. She was 73 years of 
age, and died of ‘ascending’ paralysis 

Clara Roeckenhous, for many years 
a servant in the Sparks family, voltun- 
teered to submit to the operation when 
it was suggested by the physicians at- 
tending Mrs. Sparks. An artery in 
her arm was opened, and a quantity of 
healthy blood was transferred to the 
veins of her enfeebled mistress. 

Mrs. Sparks gained strength, and for 
a time it was thought that her life 
would be saved by the vitalizing blood 
of the servant. After a week passed 
she began to grow worse, and other ef- 
forts to save her failed. 

The servant recovered quickly from 
the operation. She declared that she 
felt little ill-efect from it, and her 
only regret was that it did not save 
her belo.ed mistress. 

Mrs. Sparks formerly lived at 
Westminster place in St. Louis, 
spent her summers at the Carlyle home. 
Two years ago she gave up her winter 
home here, and it was purchased by Au- 
gust Schlafly, banker, who now lives 
there. 

Mrs. Sparks was formerly Julla Par- 
ker of Edwardsville. The. funeral will 
take place Saturday from St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church in Carlyle. No chil- 
dren survive her.

The arrest of the Rev. C. M. Rauch, 
of the Cote Brilliante Presby- 
terilan Church, and Deacon William E. 
Emmanuel for leading nearly 100 men 
and women in a hymn while they were

waiting for a car at Cass and Jefferson 


avenue, after attending the Gipsy Smith 
meeting Wednesday night cost the night- 
watchman who made the arrest his star. 

The pastor and the deacon were re- 


leased shortly after they were taken 
to the Dayton Street Police Station in a 
patrol -wagon, followed by more than a 
score of indignant women. 

“Perhaps it wes a good thing for the 
city that we were not locked up,” said 
the Rev. Mr. Rauch laughingly to a 
F} ost-Dispatch reporter Thursday. ‘‘There 
might have been another earthquake 
similar to the one which released Paul 
and Silas in the prison at Pnhillippl. 

‘It is in The Acts: ‘And at midnight 
Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praises 
unto God; and the prisoners heard them. 
And suddenly there was a great earth- 
quake, so that the foundations of the 
prison were shaken; and immediately all 
ihe doors were opened and everyone’s 
bands were loosed.’ ‘ 

Watchman Is Susvended. 

The arrests were made Wednesday 
night at the instance of Private Watch- 
man William 8. Ryan, who accompanied 
his prisoners to the station. 

‘Ryan made the charge that the clergy- 
man and his deacon, as leaders, had dis- 
turbed the peace of the neighborhood by 
singing. There was a concerted pro- 
test on part of the women, and Sergt. 
Fields discharged the prisoners, relieved 
Ryan of his star and suspeided him 
from duty on a charge of intoxication. 

The Rev. Mr. Rauch led his followers 
out of the \station triumphantly, and 
someone started a hymn. To that tune 
they marched k to Cass avenue. 

“It was really ridiculous,’ said the 
Rev. Mr. Rauch his residence, 4823 
Labadie avenue, Thufsday, ‘‘but it was 
a triumph for Christianity, that arrest. 
I was not in the least angry about it, 
and am not now. It seemed serious at 
first, but it had its humorous features. 

‘‘Ever since the meetings in the Coll- 
seum began the people in our part of 
the town have been relieving the tedium 


and the people in the neighborhood 
would open their windows to listen, be- 
cause we made pretty good music. 
No One Complained. 

“Last night almost a hundred of us 
were waiting for a Cass car, and, as 
usual, started singing. People in the 
houses about us were listening. No one 
complained that we were disturbing 
them. _ 

“We were singing ‘Where He Leads 
Me. IT Will Follow,’ when a watchman 
interrupted us. He came up to me and 
said: ‘Have vou a license?’ I asked 
him what we needed a license for.’ ‘For 
holding a public meeting,’ he replied. I 
explained to him that we were simply 
singing hymns. : 

“This seemed to anger him, and he 
said: ‘You're disturbing the peace, 
Come with me.’ He rang for a patrol 
wagon and loaded Mr. Emanuel and me 
into it and took us to the police station, 
and the others followed afoot. 

“The women who followed us to the 
station. vowed that if we were locked 
up they would stay there all night, if 
necessary, and sing hymns.”

Wade Porter is running a saloon un- 
der difficulties at Edwardsville Cross- 
ing. He finds it extremely difficult to 


mix drinks with a revolver in each 


hand. 
Here, for instance, 1s the way he pas 


up a Manhattan cocktail: 

Lay right hand revolver on bar and 
take glass from ‘shelf. Pick up right 
hand revolver and lay down left hand 
revolver and uncork bottle of whisky. 
Change revolvers and pour whisky !n 
glass. 

Pick up both revolvers and listen. If 
all is well, lay down left hand revolver 
and pour a jigger. of vermouth with 
right hand.

WILL ASK NEW. TRIAL 
Looney Gets 6 Months, $500 
Fine, and Must Face 
Another Charge. 





While~a jury was deciding upon the 
punishment to be meted out to Joseph 
Looney, member of the Bottoms Gang, 
for assaulting a motorman on a Market 
street car last January, Looney was on 
a quest for trouble and loot. The trial 
took place Wednesday in Judge Shields’ 
court and when the jury retired to de- 
liberate on the facts Looney left the 
courtroom. 

He joined his companions and pro- 
ceeded to ‘‘‘can’’ beer. His funds run- 
ning low about midnight, he waylaid and 
robbed Ben Pocrasa, a Western Union 
Telegraph Co. clerk, at Fourteenth 
street and Cass avenue. 

Pocrasa was on his way home at 1425 
Cass avenue when a man sprang out of 
a dark hallway and ordered him to hold 
up his hands. 

When Pocrasa resisted the robber drew 
a revolver, and, holding it at Pocrasa’s 
head, searched him and took $15 from 
his pockets. 

Fired From Car Platform. 

Pocrasa cried for help and his father, 
Henry Pocrasa, went to his aid. The 
robber jumped on a southbound Chero- 
kee car and from the rear platform he 
fired four shots at the father and son. 

An hour later he was arrested as he 
stepped from a Cherokee car, and was 
identified by the Pocrasas and by James 
Brothias, who owns a lunch stand at 
1429 Cass avenue, as the man whio fired 
the shots from the car. An information 
was issued Thursday charging him with 
robbery. 

He spent the night in the Nerth 
Market Street Police Station, and was 
taken Thursday morning to Judge 
Shield’s Court to hear the verdict of the 
jury in the assault case. 

The jury found him guilty of assault 


assessed his punishment at six months’ 
confinement in the Workhouse and a 
fine of $500. 

Looney immediately applied for a new 
trial, and he was not sentenced. His 
attorney intimated that he would try 
to show that the trial was not fair. in 
that the Sate had poisoned the minds of 
the jury by trying to show his connec- 
tion with the Bottoms Gang, and by not 
trying him as an individual.

His 
head struck the pavement and he was 
badly injured. Loeney and Brewn were 
arrested later. 

One of the incidents of this eventful 
evening was that the new motorman, 
left to his own devices by the absence 
of Packheiser, ran the car back alone 
on the westbound trip and ran over 
Edward White at Ninth and Market 
street, cutting off his leg.

. tion for extradition to New York. 

"Tf I could only get out of this 
chair of sickness and go to Balti- 
more and break in the cell and kill 
Janer!"" chied Loerch, the girl's father, 
this morning at his Brooklyn home. He 
has consumption. 


Mother Disputes Girl’s Story. 
Mrs. Loerch said she did not believe 
Janer had harmed her child. She de- 

nied a statement made by the girl in 
Baltimore to the effect that she (Mrs. 
Loerch) was intending to join Janer 
and Katherine in Baltimore. She hoped, 
she said, the child would be allowed to 
return to Brooklyn. 


Col. Sherlock Swann, president of the 

Baltimore Police Board, said last night: 

“‘New York will not get possession of 

- Janer until we find we cannot handle 

him. If the statement of the child is 

true, a grave crime has been committed 

* in Baltimore and we will do our share 

to see that he is punished as far as our 
laws are concerned.” 

Marshal Farnan said: *‘We will not 
permit the New York police to step .in 

and take possession of Janer until we 
have finished with him. This case is 
one of the most heinous I ever heard of. 
Wh#, the statements made by the child 
make a man forget himself when he 
hears what she has been forced to en- 
» qure.”’ 

Chief Detective Pumphrey of Balti- 
more said: “The Loerch child knows, 
I believe, a great deal more than she 
has told us. She is very nervous, and 
is only just now beginning to realize 
what happencd.

Doctors Say Uncleanliness in 
Dressing Wounds Was Fatal 
in Both Cases. 





KANSAS CITY, Kan., Feb. 4.—Floyd 
M. Tinsley, a 12-year-old pupil, was 
vaccinated at the Irving School by Dr. 
H. Delametter, a physician acting for 
the Board of Health, under the Kansas 
compulsory vaccination law. Blood 
poisoning set in, then lockjaw, and the 
boy died yesterday. The wound was 
not kept clean, according to Health 
Commissioner Wheeler. Dr. Wheeler at- 
tended the boy at. the hospital. 

“The result is unfortunate, but could 
have happened. from any kind of a cut 
that was not kept clean. The wound, of 
course, Was made for vaccination, but 
vaccination itself would not, could not, 
have caused the poisoning.” 


Martha Accused by Physician. 
SAN .-FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—Lucien 
Brachias, an 8-year-old boy of this 
city, is dead of lockjaw, blood poison- 
ing having set in from a vaccination 
wound. 

The boy @as eactfines on Jan. 7 and 
the wound was dressed at regular in- 
tervals for some time afterward, both 
by the parents and by the nurse at the 
school the boy attended. 

Several days ago the nurse discovered 
that the wound showed signs of poison- 
ing. The lad was removed to a hos- 
pital, where he succumbed to_.-lock- 
jaw. 

So far no investigation has been ran 
but the health authorities declare it as 
their belief that the poisoning was 
caused by the use of unsanitary ban-

DEFAULT DIVORCE CASES 


Judge Hitchcock Orders Change in 
Docketing for the Best Inter- 


est of Society. 

Judge Hitchcock in the Circuit Court 
Thursday ordered an innovation in the 
usual proceeding of docketing default 
divorce cases in his court. This was 
done, he intimated, in the interest of 
society and good morals, and to prevent 
the accumulation of women in his court- 
room on default divorce days. 

The custom in the various divisions 
of the Circuit Court has been to segre- 
gate the default divorce cases and try 
them on one specified day. Judge Hitch- 
cock has issued instructions that only 
two or three default cases shafl be put 
on the docket for any one day. The 
former practice brought fifteen or 
twenty default. cases on the docket of 
one day and brought to the court a bevy 
of women plaintiffs, witnesses and curi- 
osity seekers to whom the moral atmos- 
phere of the court on such a day was 
not beneficial.

Mr. Mott, who holds his appointment 


of Creek Indian attorney by appoint- 
' ment from the Government, said to a 
‘Post-Dispatch reporter: 


‘Tt is not true that Mr. Hearst had 
or has now anything whatever to do 
with either the civil or criminal pro- 
ceedings against Haskell and his asso- 
I am the 


man who inspired. these prosecutions 


j and I have been most active in them 


from‘ the first, and I know what I am 
talking about. The report that Hearst 
has any hand in it is inspired by Has- 
kell to try and make people think that 
he is’ being persecuted. 

People Win Against Governor. 

“But the people of Oklahoma, who 
were: at first inclined to give Haskell 
fome sympathy, know now that he has 
done great injury to the new State. 
They feel deeply the disgrace that at- 
taches to the State through the indict- 
ment of their Governor and they would 
give anything to be rid of him. 

“In the controversy last fall between 
myself and Haskell I wrote two open 
very 
frauds for which the grand jury has 


“now indicted him. He denied the charges 


then.; I stated in my letter then to 
President Roosevelt that I had the 
sworn statements of the 200 dummies 
that Haskel had used in carrying out 
his land frauds. These statements were 
gathered in 32 civil suits which I insti- 
tuted on behalf of the Creek Indians 


- against Haskell and others to recover 


ithe lands of which the Indians had been 


defrauded. 


Charges Aré Not Recent. 
Associated with me in those 32 suits 
‘was W. L. Sturdevant of St. Louls. 


Twenty-six of the 32 suits were begun 


before statehood and before Haskell was 


_® candidate for Governor and before 
~ his ‘oll dealings had been exposed by 
'~ Hearst, and as those civil suits were 
based on precisely the same allegations 
pf fraud as are made in the crimina!

“As to the evidence against Haskell, 
it is overwhelming,” said Mr. Mott. “In 
all my experience of 14 years as United 
States Attorney in North Carolina and 
as State Prosecutor, I never saw or 
knew of a case in which the evidence 
Was so clear. The evidence consists of 
recordg anti documents that are as 
strong as Holy Writ. Why, we have 
10 men in St. Louis whose names were 
used without their knowledge in ac- 
quiring town lots in the conspiracy to 
defraud the Indians and the Govern- 
ment, 

“And we have the evidence that a 
man in St. Louis was.paid $500 for get- 
ting the names of the 10 men and pro- 
ducing the documents necessary for the 
carrying on of the frauds. 

Court’s Seal Was Forged, 

“The ramifications of this case reach 
through several Eastern states and be- 
smirch many leaders of the bar. One 
man in an Eastern city who is the 
leader of the bar there not only forged 
the names and affidavits of men who 
were used as dummies, but he forged 
the seal of the court on certain docu- 
ments. 

“I will return from Washington in 
time for the trial of the criminal 
charges against Haskell. I wish it dis- 
tinctly understood that I am not the 
personal enemy of Haskell. I have noth- 
ing in the world against him personal- 
ly. I am simply interested in bringing 
to justice those who defrauded the In- 
dians whose interests I am appointed to 
look after.”’

He declares that the in- 
dictments are the outgrowth of his po- 
litical activity, and that President 
Roosevelt and William R. Hearst have 
formed a combination to ‘‘do”’ him. 

The indictment against Gov. Charles 
N. Haskell, Clarence W. Turner and 
Walter R. Eaton alleges 47 overt acts in 
a conspiracy to defraud the Government. 
A second indictment against William 
i". Hutchins and Clarence W. Turner 
alleges 13 overt acts and Albert Z. 
English, Frederick B: Severs and Jesse 
W. Hill are charged with 92 overt acts 
in conspiracy. 

The indictments were returned after 
the grand jury had examined 400 wit- 
nessea, brought to Oklahoma from New 
York, Ohio and other states at an ex- 
pense of $50,000 to the Government. While 
the grand jurors were in session they 
were guarded day and night by a score 
of Federal secret service men, especially 
sent to Oklahoma for the purpose on 
President Roosevelt’s orders. The hear- 
ings were held in the Federal Peni- 
tentiary and the greatest secrecy was 
maintained. 

The Governor gave out the following 
statement today: 

“IT have just heard of my indictment 
for conspiracy, coupled with the indict- 
ment of some of the oldest and best- 
known citizens of Muskogee—men who 
developed and built up that country by 
their unselfish efforts and patriotism. 

“From now on the proceedings will 
be open to both sides. Hearst’s manip- 
ulations will be at a discount. 

“T am satisfied that the Interior De- 
partment has been misled by false state- 
ments. I am confident that there has 
not been an instance of dishonesty on 
the part of any of the men indicted, and 
that citizens generally, regardless of pol- 
itics, feel the same about it.”’ 

The statutes provide a penalty of not 
more than $10,000 fine or imprisonment 
not to exceed two years, or both. 

Fifteen of the wealthiest men in Mus- 
kogee called at the office of the United 
States Marshal last night and signed 
Gov. Haskell’s bonds for $6000. Many 
more asked to be allowed to sign it.

Mother and Daughter Submit 
to Pasteur Injection to Ward 
Off Hydrophobia. 


After giving ‘‘home remedies’’ to their 
pet collie, Ted, which they believed ,was 
suffering from rheumatism, Mrs. H. C. 
Henley and her daughter, Mrs. Daniel 
H. Isch, were terrified by the sudden 
discovery that the do had the most 
venomous form of rabies. 

Every day since they have submitted 
to injections of Pasteur anti-toxin, for, 
though neither was bitter or scratched, 
the slightest or most indirect contact 
with an animal so afflicted is perilous. 
The painful three weeks’ course .of 
treatment will end Saturday. 

Three Yorkshire terriers have been 
chloroformed at the Henley home, 3811 
Page boulevard, since the collie was 
chloroformed to end his sufferings from 
“dumb” rabbies. The dog thus afflicted 
does not bite, for his jaws are locked, 
but every contact of his mouth with a 
fence or an article of furniture creates 
a danger to human and animal life. 

Ted was the common pet of Mrs. Hen- 
ley and her daughter, whose home at 
3813 Page boulevard adjoins the Henley 
house. 

Mother and daughter took the dog 
Jan. 20 to Dr. Charles Ellis, a veteri- 
narian. 

‘‘We've been treating him for three 
days,”’ they said, ‘“‘and he doesn‘t seem 
able to eat.”’ . 

The veterinarian at once saw the 
alarming nature of the case, 

‘You must take the Pasteur treat- 
ment,’’ he told both. 

“But I haven’t a bite or a cratch,” 
said Mrs. Henley, removing her glove. 
“Nor I,” said the daughter. 

The veterinarian told them that per- 
sonS had taken rabies from touching 
chairs or floors which an infected ani- 
mal had touched. The decision to go to 
a Pasteur specialist was then reached. 

The anti-toxin injections cause a sore- 
ness of the limbs and body, and Mrs. 
Isch, who has suffered severely from 
this effect of the treatment, complain- 
ed Thursday that she was able to dress 
enly with difficulty. 

“But I shall keep up the treatment,” 
said she. “‘We are assured that Satur- 
day we will be out of all danger. 

“What mother and I regret most is the 
loss of Ted, and of our terriers, Jane, 
Junie and Ki Yi. Jane was a present 
from Adolph Nast, clérk of the Court 
ef Criminal Correction.’

BUSINESS AND PIRACY. 


When the report of the Commissioner of Cor- 
oe tiesttiene in Washington makes a feature of an 
“irresistible movement to concentration,” the ex- 
planation appears in a further statement that it is 
irresistible in spite of laws against it. Accord- 
ing to Commissioner Herbert Knox Smith, the 


pealed because those who resist them are irre- 
sistible. Then he proceeds to argue that as ir- 
resistible lawlessness will not submit when pro- 


submit to regulation, 

This nonsense, which ought to be unspeakable, 
goes with the false pretenses and humbug of an 
administration whose head issued his presidential 
permit for lawlessness in the piratical capture 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. Since Theodore 
Roosevelt thus recognized the belligerent rights 
of the skull and crossbones at the masthead of 
monopoly, Herbert Knox Smith is logically con- 
vinced that wherever the Jolly Roger flies, it is 
irresistible. 

President Roosevelt has had everything for 
which he asked. When he shrieked for publicity he 
got his Bureau of Corporations, with ample au- 
thority and means to obtain full information 
of the workings of the great corporations. But 
where is the publicity? Every facility for the 
prosecution of illegal combinations was placed 
in his hands. Where are the results? No ‘‘mal- 
efactor”’ of great wealth is behind the bars. On 
the contrary, he has combined with business 
bandits to carry elections and to perfect mo- 
nopoly. Now he wants control by bureaucratic 
instead of legal processes. He wants the Pres- 
ident and his bureau chiefs to be the arbiters 
of industry and commerce. What folly! 

There is nothing really complex in the situa- 
tion. If buccaneering is irresistible against law, 
it is irresistible against regulation. If it can 
regulate the law under which it is to be regu- 
lated, it is the government. But practically all 
this belongs to the circus performances of the 


Roosevelt administration. It has nothing to do 


with the practical enforcement of law or the 
power of law for self-enforcement. 

In Missouri and every other State, government 
provides a lawful and effective method for “con- 
centration” in business. The corporation laws 
have this purpose and no other. They are in- 
tended to make it easy for hundreds or for 
thousands to concentrate their resources and 
work together lawfully for a common purpose 
of business. They prohibit piratical interfer- 
ence with this purpose, as when one piratical 
corporation organizes and owns scores of oth- 
ers, all flying the flag of business until they are 
ready to run up the black flag and cry no 
quarter to business. This sort of thing is not 
subject to “regulation” and private business 
ought not to be subjected to a system of spying 
and extortionate official control because of it. 
Buccaneering is not business and business is 
not buccaneering. The laws of Missouri and the 
United States make the distinction. They can 
demonstrate the difference.

THE NEW CHARTER. 

The charter revision bill, with the amendment 
changing the date for selecting freeholders, will 
probably be ready for the Mayor’s signature in a 
few days. 

To create a new charter as this bill proposes 
to do, the Constitution of Missouri provides that 
a board of 13 freeholders shall be chosen by the 
qualified voters of the city at any general or spe- 
cial election. This board shall prepare and, with- 
in 90 days after election refer to the Mayor, a 
draft of such charter signed by the members or 
a majority of them. The proposed charter shall 
within 80 days thereafter be submitted to the 
qualified voters at a general or special election, 
and if ratified by four-sevenths of such qualified 
voters it shall at the end of 30 days supersede the 
existing charter and all amendments thereto. 

It is generally acknowledged that a new char- 
ter is a crying need of the time, the city hav- 
ing outgrown the old instrument of government 
which, most excellent in the conditions prevail- 
ing when adopted, has now become a hindrance 
to municipal progress. 

In the selection of the 13 freeholders who will 
draft this charter no partisan political considera- 
tions should be allowed to enter. There is no 
politics in it. The men chosen should be quali- 
fied by a thorough understanding of the general 
problems of municipal business and government, 
and an intimate knowledge of the special require- 
ments of St. Louis. There are questions of gov- 
ernment, commerce and engineering to be con- 
sidered besides those of social betterment and the 
general welfare of all classes and neighborhoods. 
A proper consideration of these questions can be 
expected only from those citizens whose charac- 
ter, experience and education indicate their abil- 
ity to discharge the duty. Needless to say that 
machine politicians or men who have ever shown 
subservience to political bosses have no calling to 
revise the charter. The bipartisan plan of the 
Republican committee is good if proper judg- 
ment be exercised in selecting the men from 
each party. 

The existing charter was known in its begin- 
ning as a model instrument, and it deserved the 
praise it received. The new charter should be 
so framed as to meet and solve the great mu- 
nicipal problems which have arisen during the 
past 25 years. It should embody the experience 
and best thought on the subject. And this ob- 
ject can be attained only if its framers are 
free from all selfish and interested motives and 
are animated by the highest, ome :8 purpose.

The discovery of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Stimson that, upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s view of the law of lese 
majesty, any newspaper can be crim- 
inally prosecuted for libel ‘in a num- 
ber of distinct and independent jurisdic- 
tiens”’ involves momentous conse 
quences. 

If the Roosevelt discovery is sound 
law, if vexatious proceedings can be 
begun against newspaper critics of the 
Government in any Federal reservation, 
then the stanchly Republican Detroit 
Journal was not teo emphatic when it 
said that the President’s proceeding 
“has reached a stage’ where it is time 
to stop laughing. 

* 7 * * * * 

“When personal vanity and personal 
pewer menace the freedom of the Amer- 
ican press the situation ceases abruptly 
to be amusing.” There are no fewer 
than 2686 of these various reservations 
scattered ever the country and its pos 
sessions. 

The editors of any newspaper whom a 
President sees fit to prosecute under 
this interpretation of the law can be 
dragged from the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard to the Puget Sound Navy Yard, 
from Fort Knox to the Presidio, from 
Fort Ethan Allen to Fert Grant, where 
Col. Stewart was exiled because he de- 
clined to retire from active service at 
the pleasure of the President. The pos- 
sibility of ruin—under the Roosevelt 
discovery—to any American publisher is 
an everyday busfhess fact on which he 
must constantly reckon. 

The Republican Omaha Bee says that 
“When the publisher of a small weekly 
at Gretna, Neb., was dragged to Omaha 
for trial on a far-fetched libel charge, 
the Bee protested vigorously against it.” 

From Gretna to Omaha is 4 miles by 
rail; and even that shift ef venue the 
Bee terms ae “judicial outrage.” 

The Gretna publisher undoubtedly 
mails his paper to Congressman Hitch- 
cock of Omaha, in Washington. Let him 
‘libel the United States” by criticising 
its executive, and he and his employes 
may be cited to Washington on the 
strength of his “circulation” there, te 
the neglect and ruin of their business. 
They may be taken thence to another 
Federal reservation, and another at the 
mercy of lawless caprice. 

The words of the Boston Herald, writ- 
ten before Mr. Roosevelt’s very latest 
discovery in lese majesty, became pub- 
lic, are not less applicable in the light 
of that preposterous doctrine. 

The gravity of the situation Iles in 
this fact, that the American press faces 
not a congressional enactment, but an 
executive decree intended to intimidate 
editors and setting up the thesis that 
the Government can be libelled, a de- 
cree which, under the authority of obso- 
lete and long-forgotten laws, can engage 
the judicial machinery of the Republic 
for the purpose of haling non-subservi- 
ent, nonebsequious editors inte court 
and punishing them because they had 
had the courage te utter their cenvic- 
tions. 

Nor are responsible editors, publishers 
and employes alone menaced—if the 
Roosevelt discovery stands—with pos- 
sible ruin by repeated, distant, trumped 
up proceedings. Any business man who 
may for any reason incur the dislike of 
any executive may be harried from pil- 
lar to post to “testify” concerning facts 
or publications of which he can know 
nothing whatever. This has happened 
in the present case. It may . happen 
again if such subversive proceedings go 
unrebuked; and we may thus exc 
constitutional government for the un}. 
versal tyranny of subpena, | 

Under the Roosevelt interpretation of 
the law any President could, as the 
Milwaukee News says, “destroy liberty 
of speech and press and bring an end to 


popular government.”

back forever upon her own child and 
went out into the street and disap- 
peared. 

But before she went she got down on 
her knees before Mrs. Cora Rose and 
said to her: 

“Mrs. Rose, you are a mother. You 
know what is in my heart. “Will you 
promise me that my baby goes into a 
good home and that a woman with a 
kind heart gets her?’’ 

Advertised for a Home. 

And Mrs. Rose promised. The mother 
of the baby said she was going to the 
Post-Dispatch office to advertise for a 
home for her baby, and she did. 

Mrs. Rose lives at 1124 North Eight- 
eenth street, and the deserted baby is 
there. It was born in the City Hos- 
pital. The mother, apparently a wom- 
an of refinement, gave the name of 
Mrs. John Blackburn, from Jerseyville, 
Ill, and said her husband would be 
here in a few days. ‘Dispatches from 
Jerseyville say no such person is known 
there. 

Miss Eva Wilcox, a neighbor of Mrs. 
Rose, went to the City Hospital Monday 
to see her mother. As she came out 
a woman with a baby in her arms was 
emerging from the hospital door. 

Took Her to Friend’s Home. 

As the two women came down the 
steps together the woman with the baby 
said to Miss Wilcox: 

“Do you know where I can find a 
boarding house? I want to find a place 
where the woman is kind-hearted and 
will not be annoyed when my baby 
cries.”’ 

Miss Wilcox took her to the home of 
Mrs. Rose.
